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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 2/18/2009, with respect to the combination of Velev and Touzov 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1,2, 5-9, 12-38 has been 
withdrawn. Examiner concedes that the combination of Velev and Touzov "alters the nature of the physics 
involved in the particle movement," (applicants response, page 11) and would not necessarily yield a 
predictable or foreseeable result, and thus the combination would not be obvious. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2, 5-9, 12-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations 
of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

In regard to independent claims 1 and 22, the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or fairly suggest "dispensing a droplet into the liquid phase, the liquid phase being 
immiscible with the droplet; and direction a focused beam of light into direct contact with an edge region 
of the droplet in the liquid phase causing the droplet to heat and a thermal gradient to form within the 
droplet sufficient to induce the droplet to move in the liquid phase,"; recited together in combination with 
the totality of particular features/limitations recited therein. . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
